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How to pre-emphasize audio 
for the best possible reception

Radio broadcasters who want to deliver programs over the widest possible area with the best 
possible sound make a heavy compromise in choosing shortwave AM. Virtually all AM receivers 
suffer limited sound reproduction. Moreover, shortwave frequencies are subject to static, noise, 
fading and interference. But shortwave offers enormous coverage-it carries signals ' across 
hundreds or thousands of miles. 

Nevertheless, shortwave broadcasters big and small can improve audio fidelity their listeners 
receive by using a reasonable amount of transmitter pre-emphasis to boost the higher audio 
frequencies. Provided the transmitter is built or modified to pass about 100 Hz to 5,000 Hz audio 
pre-emphasis overcomes the "muddy" or "bassy" sound that plagues so many shortwave AM 
stations. 

For the best sound reproduction, nothing beats wideband FM, the modulation used by FM 
broadcast stations between 88 MHz and 108 MHz VHF. FM stations with maximum power and 
high antennas may cover more than 100 miles, though most have a much smaller reach FM 
receivers cut off no "highs" in the sound. The secret to FM's high fidelity is a combination of 
transmitter frequency response that extends to 19,000 Hz and consumer receiver frequency 
response that nearly matches. 

Audio fidelity limit 

AM stations using the 535 kHz to 1705 kHz medium wave standard broadcast band reach several 
miles to several hundred miles reliably, depending upon power, dial position, antenna design and 
stations sharing the frequency. AM stations may broadcast audio frequencies as high as 15 000 
Hz until June 30, 1990, when the limit reduces to 10,000 Hz. (See Figure 1.) 

Either limit, 15,000 Hz or 10,000 Hz, produces high-fidelity sound. Unfortunately, most medium 
wave and shortwave AM receivers only pass about 2,000 Hz of audio. This limit trims "highs" 
from broadcast sound. The reason designers make AM receivers this way is not without reason. 
Mters that trim highs" also exclude interference and slightly improve weak-signal reception. 

You can demonstrate the audio difference by switching back and forth between AM and FM 
stations. You 11 notice greater fidelity on FM. Make the demonstration more dramatic by

Remember, the audio limitation is in your receiver, not the AM broadcast transmitter. 

Some consumer receivers reproduce AM stereo. Almost all such receivers use a wider filter to 
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Figure 1. The NRSC-2 emission limitation for AM broadcast transmissions (EIA Standard IS- 
51). The current FCC bandwidth limit extends 15 kHz above and below the carrier, allowing 
15,000 Hz audio to be transmitted. That limit drops to 10,000 Hz on July 1, 1990. 



Some shortwave receivers include a wide filter for AM reception. The wide filter lets in more 
interference and noise along with the audio "highs." But if the signal is strong enough, the wide 
filter lets you enjoy better sound without including too much interference and noise. 

The best AM receiver for hi-fi sound would reproduce all the highs that AM stations broadcast, 
up to the new limit of 10,000 Hz. 

AM broadcasters know that few receivers pass much more than 2,000 Hz audio. To force some 
"highs" past receiver filters, they boost (pre-emphasize) transmitted audio at frequencies above 
2 t 000 Hz. The approach is somewhat successful. Stations that use pre-emphasis force a certain 
amount of higher-frequency audio past receiver filters. 

Although many AM broadcasters use a pre-emphasis curve such as the one shown in Figure 2, 
most of the pre-emphasis applied above 2,000 Hz or 3,000 Hz is wasted because few receivers 
have filters wide enough to receive audio "highs" above those limits. Moreover, pre-emphasis 
above 5,000 Hz or so has a negative effect. It extends the signal into dial positions above and 
below the station's assigned frequency.

Figure 2. The NRSC-1 pre-emphasis curve shows how much to boost the higher audio 
frequencies, all the way up to 10,000 Hz. Remember, though, that most receivers trim the 
audio 'highs' above 2,000 Hz or 3,000 Hz. 

Most AM broadcasters use complex circuitry that processes audio in several ways and includes 
pre-emphasis. But pre-emphasis can be applied on a low budget by using an equalizer. Figure 2 is 
a setting guide. If your equalizer is calibrated in decibels, set its knobs to correspond with values 
shown in the graph. For example, low-frequency knobs are set to zero or center. Other knobs are 
set as follows:

Photo 1 shows shows an equalizer set with a similar pre-emphasis. Many unmodified shortwave 
"amateur" transmitters pass little audio above 3,000 Hz. Audio circuit midifications might extend 
that range to 5,000 Hz. A range much higher is mostly wasted, so the 10,000 Hz equalizer setting 
actually does not matter much. It could be set to zero or -lOdB, just to prevent unnecessary high- 
frequency audio from being fed to the transmitter. 

Place the equalizer between the control board or tape recorder output and the transmitter input. 
Results are best when the transmitter audio circuit has been adjusted or modified to pass all audio 
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Photo 1. This equalizer Is set to boost audio by 2 dB at 2,000 Hz; 4 dB at 5,000 Hz; and 8 dB 
at 12,500 Hz. The 12,500 Hz setting might Just as well be zero or -8 dB, because few AM 
receivers pass such high frequencies. But a 4 dB to 7 dB boost at 5,000 Hz helps to force 
some audio 'highs' past narrow receiver filters. 

frequencies from low bass to high treble without any "unknown equalization" of its own-in other 
words, a "flat" response. 

When you listen to AM broadcasts with a typical receiver, you hear the unusable, pre-emphasized 
audio energy as you tune your receiver to one side or the other of the carrier frequency (the center 
of the signal). When music is being played, audio energy above and below the channel center 
sounds like splatter. M S" sounds from spoken words also sound like splatter. Actually, the energy 
is not splatter. Rather, it represents audio "highs" that most AM receivers cannot reproduce. 

Hi-fi AM receiver 

A receiver with a filter wide enough to accept 10,000 Hz audio reproduces sound that rivals FM-- 
provided the signal is strong enough to override noise and interference. At least one 
manufacturer, Denon America, Parsippany, NJ, produces such receivers for standard AM. 

These new receivers incorporate a "de-emphasis" circuit that "turns the treble back down" from 
the boosted audio highs broadcast by the transmitter. You can see in Figure 3 that the de- 
emphasis curve is a mirror-image reverse of the pre-emphasis curve. Without de-emphasis, the 
audio would sound tinny on a receiver that accepts AM sound up to 10,000 Hz. Older receivers, 
remember, clip the audio at 2,000 Hz to 3,000 Hz, so they do not sound tinny when receiving pre- 
emphasized audio. 

The new audio transmitting scheme was formulated by a joint committee of the National 
Association of Broadcasters (NAB) and the Electronic Industries Association (EIA.) The joint 
committee is called the National Radio Systems Committee (NRSC). The pre-emphasis curve for 
transmitters is called NRSC-1; the de-emphasis curve for receivers, NRSC-2. According to NAB 
engineer Stanley Salek, the new pre-emphasis circuit has been installed by an estimated 2,000 
U.S. AM broadcast stations, out of approximately 5,000 licensed. The FCC adopted an "RF 
mask" as a standard that approximates the pre-emphasis curve. 

Currently part of the Denon line are several tuners and receivers that reproduce AM audio to 
7,500 Hz and that use the NRSC-2 de-emphasis curve. Denon executive vice president Robert 
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Figure 3. The NRSC-2 de-emphasis curve shows how much receiver manufacturers should 
reduce higher audio frequencies to compensate for the boost provided by NRSC-1. But the 
de-emphasis only applies to receivers with wideband (20 kHz IF or 10 kHz audio) filters..That 
excludes most receivers made today, except for a few made by Denon America. 



Heiblim said that after Jan. 1, the company will offer tuners with 10,000 Hz AM audio response. 
The tuners will include a wide-narrow switch to allow users to select a narrow filter that excludes 
interference when signals are not strong enough to use the wide filter. 

Medium wave AM receivers with wide filters and NRSC-2 de-emphasis promise to restore high 
fidelity to standard AM broadcast reception. Similar improvements are not planned for shortwave 
receivers. The reason is because shortwave stations use frequency assignments only 5 kHz apart 
with no interference protection, as opposed to 10 kHz spacing and a certain amount of 
interference protection for medium wave AM stations. 

Reception tip 

Similar equalizer settings to those shown in Figure 2 can be used with great success to improve 
AM reception fidelity when the receiver has a moderate- to- wide filter, the transmitter audio is not 
pre-emphasized or both. When you use a receiver with a wideband filter to tune a pirate or other 
AM station not using pre-emphasis, improve the sound by feeding it through an equalizer set 
according to Figure 2. This method works well when the signal is strong. Otherwise, it boosts too 
much noise and adjacent-channel interference. 

When you use a receiver with a moderate bandwidth filter, the equalizer improves audio fidelity 
even if the station you tune has pre-emphasized audio. Using the equalizer with a narrowband 
receiver offers virtually no improvement because not enough audio 'highs' reach the equalizer for 
it to boost Therefore, it usually is better when pre-emphasis is applied at the transmitter. 
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These are the known mailing addresses of active and planned North

Announcing a maildrop is not a quarantee of response; don't blame 
the 'drop if you never hear from the station, 'droperators are not 
QSL Managers, they only handle mail. Broadcasters should keep their 
promises . 

Avoid asking about location; it's a dumb question that Operators only 
answer to mislead correspondents. Most, however, will answer 
questions about power or equipment, and appreciate your technical 
observations, bandscans and cassette recordings.

Zodiac Radio has begun to send out their very nice QSLs. Notice in 
the report section that several West Coast members have received 
their beautiful gold-embossed cards. Moreover, Frank Marauder sez 
that they have six different colors available - and if you can 
collect all six of them he'll renew your A*C*E membership for a 
year! Now that's a concept I can live with. Too bad I haven't heard 
them yet. Their signal has been heard (weakly and tentatively) as 
far East as Minnesota, however, so don't give up. Frank has also 
cut back on the transmittions , so they're more of a DX catch these 
days. And, they have already relayed Radio Garbanzo and Tangerine 
Radio, with more to come... 

We noted with interest Don Bishop's "Letter" last month, and truly 
appreciate his research and interest. However, if WSHB's sidebands 
extend only "4.5 kHz above and below the carrier", I'll eat my 
Kenwood, without even ketchup! I have personally noted them slopping 
over onto WRNO on 7355, which is 10 times that bandwidth, and they 
are frequently noted at this QTH splattering as high as 7500 kHz.

Of course, now we have another crappy siqnal to content with: WWCR on 
7520, of all frequencies. Fortunately, they seem to do a lot more 
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talking (about nothing), but they also add to the splatter and 
intermod that's ruining 41 meters.

RADIO VENCEREMOS AND THE EL SALVADOR CIVIL WAR 

Another big story has broken right at column deadline time. The FMLN military 
offens ve in El Salvador's major cities has been a lead story in the USA pre. (or 
several days. As I write this on November 18, the offensive appears to have been 
largely unsuccessful. It seems to have failed to generate either widespread nopul

priests Dy either government troops or right wing death squads in San Salvador 
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Early speculation in the USA press has suggested that the FMLN may have feared 
possible future cuts in their Soviet and Cuban support, given glasnost, perlstroika, 
and the astounding sudden collapse and/or major reform of communist governments in 
countries like Hungary, Poland, Bulgaria, the German Democratic Republic, and even 
the Soviet Union itself. Hence, the FMLN planned the current military offensive in 
El Salvador. Its tepid accomplishments so far may turn out to be a significant blow 
to the FMLN, but this remains to be seen. 

Radio Venceremos has been widely quoted in the American press during the offensive. 
Bob Brown of Pennsylvania pulled in thier evening program on November 8 on 6339.6 
KHz from 0121-0139* UTC. The usual political show (in Spanish) was ended by a female 
with a sign-off announcement and church chimes. As reported last month in this column, 
Venceremos' old 6550v KHz frequency range moved down at least 200-300 KHz about 6-8 
weeks ago. 

I heard another unconfirmed report from a very reliable source that Radio Venceremos 
and Radio Farabundo Marti are coordinating their broadcasting operations during the 
FMLN military offensive. Does anybody have logs to confirm or refute this? 

Mark Pierce of California sends a very interesting clipping from the November 20, 
1989 issue of Insight magazine that discusses a proposed part of Radio Venceremos' 
FM network from transmitters inside El Salvador. The article, bylined October 22 from 
San Salvador, says that a plan has been uncovered to install a Venceremos repeater 
on the National University Faculty of Science and Humanities building. The equipment, 
allegedly already in storage in the university's Faculty of Medicine and Law building, 
is said to consist of "an amplifier, a cassette deck and a turntable." Curiously, 
the article does not refer to an actual FM repeater or translator transmitter. The 
Swedish Workers Union allegedly financed this "repeater," which had plans for Bign-on 
in early November (which, concidentally or not, coincided with the FMLN offensive). 
El Salvador Treasury Police arrested Elmer Wilmer Cerna Jimenez on weapons charges, 
and Jiminez "disclosed" this "plan." The article identifies "the terrorists' 
clandestine radio station Radio Venceremos ("We are winning"), popularly known as 
Radio Mentiremos ("We are lying")." NOTE: These perjoritives are from the article, 
not from Mark or your editor). 

Mark also reports that he is continuing his search for the review of Lawrence Soley's 
clandestine book that we mentioned in the November A*C*E. 



BOB ROSS IRANIAN LOGGINGS AND QSL'S 



While things are obviously jumping on the Western Hemisphere clandestine front , we 
still have plenty of station activity from elsewhere in the world. A*C*E's Ontario 
clandestine expert Bob Ross checks in with some nice Iranian station data. He heard 
Iran's Flag of Freedom Radio using 15560 KHz lfrom 0500-0515 UTC on September 4. (I 
omitted this log from last month's column by mistake- sorry Bob!) He noted patriotic 
songs, march music, and OM/YL talks in Farsi with plenty of mentions of Iran and (the 
now deceased) Khomeni. This month, Bob reports that a QSL for this broadcast arrived 
in four weeks for mint stamps to Dr. Manoucheher Banji (v/s), Secretary General, 
Derafsh, 20 Rue de Condorcet, 75009 Paris, France. Bob also received a personal letter 
and station information. Congratulations on another good one, Bob! 

Bob also reports a fascinating but unfortunate non-QSL in three weeks for $1.00 US 
from Radio Iran Toilers for a transmission on 10870 KHz. He got a "letter from John 
Takman, M.D., advising he was the maildrop for the Tudeh Party of Iran... He didn t 
think ! would receive a reply from Radio Iran Toilers, as they work under difficult 
and dangerous conditions. He said he would forward my letter to "the ( former ly-ed) 
secret address of the Iranian comrades" VIA Box 49034, 10028 Stockholm, Sweden. We 
shall see! 



VOICE OF DEMOCRATIC KAMPUCHEA 



Bob Ross also checks in with our only Asian clandestine log this month. He had the 
Voice of Democratic Kampuchea on September 29 with a fair signal using 17533 KHz 
between 2350-0005 UTC. Bob heard OM/YL talks, with many mentions of Kampuchea, but 
with no mentions of Cambodia. They played march music at 2358. Bob speculates that 
the transmitter for this one is in China. 



RADIO PATRIA LIBRE 



The fascinating ELN-sponsored Radio Patria Libre continues its anti-Colombian 
government broadcasting activity. Bob Brown hauled them in with a fair signal on 
November 8 between 0035-0115 UTC on 6747 KHz. Bob says that their usual programming 
of OM/YL exchanges was supplemented by some interesting guitar/flute music. We 
unfortunately still have no address for this station, or for the ELN. Does anybody

* Numbers 101 * 

Much has been written over the past years about these curious 
shortwave phenomena - and debate has raged for most of the 25 
years these transmissions have been known to exist as to their 
purpose, originating sites and the individuals responsible 
for them. 

Ira Martin raised some fundamental questions in his letter last 
month - and in developing a response to him, I realized that 
maybe it's time to get back to the basics - back to Numbers 101 - 
time to re-examine the distinctly different formats which appear 
in these transmissions, time to re-visit the suggestions made 
over these past years that these messages are meant to be 
decoded by one-time-pads , and so on . 

Readers should be aware that there is probably no SINGLE explana- 
tion for these curious transmissions. Several distinctly differ- 
ent transmission formats have been identified and the findings 
published. ("Uno, Dos, Cuatro: A Guide To The Numbers Stations," 
Havana Moon, Tiare Publications, 1987). 

Type 1 Transmissions 

"Atencion 975 20 tt (repeated for several minutes) 

xxxxx xxxxx . . . (ciphertext or crypt) 
"Final" (repeated twice) 

This is the most commonly encountered type of numbers trans- 
mission. It is the same format that once terminated with 
"Adios." The "Adios" terminator has not been heard for several 
years. 

The meaning of the first three digits remains unknown. Most 
monitors, however, refer to these three digits as an "identifier" 
of some type. The second set of digits indicates the "group 
count" of the message. 

Regarding what appears to be a widespread belief that these 
numbers are to be decoded using a one-time pad or derivative, 
it is curious to note that in many cases, the same 5-digit 
group repeats 3-4 times in a single crypt. 

Additionally, these messages are often repeated from week to 
week, and in some cases from month to month. It has been noted 
that the tapes are repeated so often that tape breaks sometimes 
occur, and when spliced back together, one digit of a group 
will have been spliced out, resulting in a not uncommon situation 
where a four-digit group will be found mixed in with the other 
five-digit groups! 

These facts would tend to point one away from the one-time-pad 
concept and support a couple of other theories - suggesting that 
the numbers are NOT a cipher, but rather a code unto themselves, 
and that much of this traffic is 'dummy' in nature - broadcast 
simply to keep a frequency open over a long period of time. 
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The majority of 5-digit Spanish transmissions are badly over- 
modulated. The end result is extreme signal distortion and 
numerous spurs up and down frequency. Spurs can often be heard 
from 15 to 25 kHz on either side of the carrier frequency. Even 
with the NRD-525's narrow filter, this anomaly is often observed. 

So it appears that while the individuals responsible are very 
skilled at maintaining their anonymity, their technical abilities 
leave much to be desired. It's worth noting that this same tech- 
nical ineptitude is NOT noted in 4-digit Spanish or English 
transmissions. 

Assuming that these transmissions are of some importance, it 
would behoove those responsible to endeavor to 'clean up their 
act.' They are often so badly distorted that it is extremely 
difficult to copy an entire crypt without numerous errors. As 
an example, the numbers 'sies' (6) and 'siete' (7) are almost 
indistinguishable when broadcast under such conditions. 

Another transmission format next month - but in the meanwhile, 
the activity on 6577 kHz continues ...

This month we feature a very interesting letter from Don Bishop 
of Overland Park, KS. Don says, "while tuning my shortwave 
receiver at 0400 UTC, I heard two numbers stations. 

"4496 kHz, female voice, numbers in Spanish. The signal sound- 
ed better with the receiver's BFO activated, although there 
appeared to be some residual, unstable carrier. 

"6600 kHz, modulated Morse code on an AM signal. 5-character 
groups, usually all numbers, but sometimes a letter, most often 
occurring letter was "T". Each five character group was repeat- 
ed once immediately after it was sent." 

It's possible, Don, that the "T" equated to the number "O". This 
substitution is a common military and commercial technique. 
Thanks very much for the excellent report.
